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section XII L
No meat, fish, birds, fowls, fruit, veg-

etables or milk not boing then healthy,
fresh, sound, wholesome and safo for
human food, nor any meat or fish that
died by disease or accident shall be
brought into tho City of (Hobo or of-

fered or held for sale as such food any-
where in said City, nor shall any such
article be kept or stored therein.

SECTION XIV.
Every person boing the owner, lessee

or occupant of any room, stall or place
wheio any meat, fish, fruit, or vegeta-
bles shall be stored or kept or shall
be held or ottered for sale, shall put
and keep such room, stall mid place mid
its appurtenances in u cleanly and
wholesome condition.

SECTION XV.
No milk which is watered, leduced or

changed in any respect by tho addition
of water and other substance or by the
removal of cream, shall be brought into
tho City of Globe, or kept, sold or d

for sale at any place in said City,
nor shall anyone keep, have, sell or
offer for sale in tho said City, any such
milk. Tho term "adulteiated milk "
when used in this ordinance means:
First, milk containing more than eighty-eigh- t

per cent of water or lluids; sec-

ond, milk containing less than three per
cent of fats; third, milk drawn from
animals fifteen days before or fivo days
after parturition; fourth, milk drawn
from animals fed on distillery or brew-
ery waste or other substances tu a state
of fermentatiou or putrefaction or any
other unwholesome food; fifth, milk
from which any part of the cream lias
been removed; sixth, milk which has
been diluted with water or any other
fluid or to which has been added or into
ivhielt has been introduced any foreign
substance whatever; provided, that" but-
termilk and skim milk, when specially
labeled mid sold as such,- - aro excepted
from the terms of this section.

SECTION XVI.
Any milk found to be adulterated

.vhicli has been brought into the City
of Globe, or is held or offered for sale
in the said City, may be seized and de-

stroyed by any inspector or other olli-cu- r

of this Board.
SECTION XVII.

No milk shall be received, held, kept,
delivered or offered for sale in the City
if Globe without a permit from the
Hoard of Health mid subject to the con-

ditions thoreof.
SECTION XVIII.

Upon any cattle, milk, meat, birds,
fowls, fish, fruit or vegetables in a
'oudition unfit and unwholesome for use
as human food being found by the
Health Oflicer, or any of his deputies,
tie is empowered, authorized, and direct-
ed to immediately condemn the same,
and from and after the condemnation
by snid ollicer, it shall be unlawful for
the owner or person in charge thereof
to sell such substances or to use or
allow them to be used for human food
jntil authorized so to do by tho Hoard
ji Health; immediately upon such sub-itnnce-

being condemned, the oflicer
o condemning shall report the same to

the Hoard of Health and unless said
Hoard of Health shall within twenty-fou- r

hours reject the rejuirt of said
jfliccr so condemning said substances,
the owner or person having charge shall
immediately dostroy the same or they
nay be destroyed by the oflicer making
Mich condemnation. The owner of said
uibstances shall at the time of con-

demnation be notified by tho ollicer
making such condemnation thoreof and
shrill have tho right to contest the same
bofore the Hoard, upon his notifying
tho oflicer of such intention.

SECTION XIX.
Every butcher or milk dealer or

dealer in fruit, fowls, birds, fish or
k'egotables and other agents shall allow
ill-- officers authorized by this Hoard to
freoly and fully inspect the cattle,
meat, fish, fruit, fowls, vegetables and
milk hold or kept by them or intended
for sale, and will be expected to an-

swer all reasonable and proper ques-
tions asked by such oflicer relative to
the condition thereof and of the places
where such articles may tie.

SECTION XX.
It shall be tho duty of every person,

officer, department and Hoard having
any authority and control in regard to
any water designed for human con-

sumption to take all usual and also all
reasonable measures and precautions to
secure and preserve the purity and
wholesomeness of such water.

SECTION XXI.
No cattle, sheep, swine, horses, goat,

goose or mule, or any dangerous or
oirensivo animal shall be allowed by
any owner or person having charge of
the same to go at large in any street
or public placo in tho City of Globe.

SECTION XXII.
No cow shall be kept in the City of

Globo without a permit from the Hoard
of Health.

SECTION XXIII.
No person shall take or drive or al-

low to go or bo taken any horse or
other animal or any vehicle drawn by
any animal upon any sidewalk or foot
path in tho City of Globo or across tno
same, except at regular crossings of
streets and alleys or such places as
may bo established and designated by
tho" owners of lots for entrance to and
exit from the same.

Any person violating tho provisions
of this section shall be guilty of a mis-

demeanor and. upon conviction thereof
shall be fined in any sum not less than
Five nor moro than Fifty Dollars and
stand committed to the jail or cala-

boose of the City until tho payment
of such fine or shall be confined at hard
labor upon tho streets or public works
of the City for a period not exceeding
thirty days.

SECTION XXIV.
Tho business of slaughtering cattle,

sheep, swine or pigs shall not bo con-

ducted in the City of Globe.
No person shall have or permit any

offensive water or liquid or otnor sun
stance on his premises or grounds to

the prejudice of life or health, whether
for use in any trade or otherwise.

SECTION XXV.
It shall not bo lawful for any person

or persons to carry on, establish, prose-etit- o

or continuo within tho City of
Globo tho occupation or trado of bono
boiling, bono burning or grinding, skin-

ning of dead animals, glue making nnd
hide curing.

SECTION XXVJ.
No part of tho contonts of or sub-

stance from any sink, privy, or cess
pool nor any manure or other offensive
substance shall bo by any person

or allowed to run or diop into

or roiuain in uny street or public placo.
SECTION XXVII.

No person shall gather, accumulate,
stoto, exposo, carry or transport in any
manner thrmigh the streots or public
places of this City in or to any collar
or house in said City, any bones, refuse,
rubbish, ur garbage, or other offensive
material without a pormit from tho
Hoard of Health, nor shall any person
throw ashes, offnl, dirt, waste papor,
garbage, rubbish, waste or offensive
matter of any kind into any street,
alley or public place in the City of
Globe, nor within the fire limits of
said City build, or cause or allow to
bo built any fire, or cause or allow to
bo built, any lire, except in a stove,
furnace, fireplace or other similar suit-

able place designated or used for such
purposes.

SECTION XXV I II.
No swill, Inine, urine of animals or

other ouonsivo matter nor uny noxious
liquid or other filthy matter of any
kind shall by any poison bo allowed to
run or fall into or upon any streots or
public places or bo taken or put therein.

SECTION XXIX.
No person shall diaw or allow to

run off into any ground, street or placo
of this City, the contents or any part
thoreof of any vault, privy, cistern,
cess pool or. sink, nor .shall any owner,
tenant or occupant of any building, to
which any vault, sink, privy or cess
pool shnll appertain or bo attached,
permit the contents or any part theieof
to fiow therefrom or to rise within two
foot of any part of tho top or pormit
said contents to bccoino offensive, nor
shnll any vault, privy, cistern, cess pool
or sink, bo filled with or covered with
dirt, until it has boon emptied of its
lilthv contents.

SECTION XXX.
No person shall throw into or deposit

in any vault, sink, privy, or cess pool,
any offal, ashes, meat, flsh, garbage
or other substance excopt that of which
any such place is tho appropriate recep
tacle.

SECTION XXXI.
Neither the contonts of any tub, or

any receptacle, cess pool, privy vault,
sink, water closot or cistern nor any-

thing in any room, excavation, vat,
building, premises or place, shall bo al-

lowed to become a nuisance or offensive
so as to be dangerous or prejudicial to
life or health. No cass pool, vault,
privy, water elosot or cistern shall
hereafter be constructed within the
City of Globe except upon permission
of the Hoard of Health and any such
structure shall bo constructed and
maintained strictly in accordance with
the provisions of said permit.

SECTION XXXII.
It shnll be the duty of ovcry owner,

tenant, lessee nnd occupant of any and
every building or place of residence or
business in the City of Globe forthwith
to provide, or cause to bo provided, and
at all times thereafter to keep and
cause to be kopt and provided within
such building or placo of business or
residence or upon the lot of which said
building, place of business or residenpe
is erected and for the exclusive use of
such building, residence or place of
business, separata receptacles for receiv-

ing and holding all the ashes, garbage,
or rubbish which may accumulate from
said building, residenco or place of
business, or tho portion thereof of winch
such persons may be the owner, ten-

ant, lessee or occupant. Every recep-

tacle designed and used to hold ashes
or gnrbage shall bo made of or lined

with metal or have a tight cover; every
lecoptacle for the uso of rubbish maj
or may not ue ot moiai; mi asuus, gin-bag-

o

"and rubbish which may accumu-

late aforesaid upon said premises shall
bo separated and put into their proper
receptacles anft such receptacle shall
not be filled within more than four
inches of the top thereof; all garbage
placed in tho receptacles as aforesaid
shall be removed from said premises

at least once every seven days aftor
being so placed. Every owner, tenant,
lessco or occupant as aforesaid may

make such arrangement as he may de-

sire for tho removal of such ashes, rub
bish or garbage according to tho terms
of tins section, proviucu, unit vwij
person engaged in tho occupation of
removing garbage, ashes or rubbish
(excepting for himself and not for
others), shall first secure from tho

Hoard of Health a permit entitling him

to carry on such business as here-

inafter in this ordinance provided.
SECTION XXXTI I.

No person, not for that purpose au-

thorized, shall interfere with such re-

ceptacles or the contents thereof, nor

shall such persons in any way handle
or disturb such contents.

SECTION XXXTV.
Tt shall bo the duty of every owner,

lessee and tenant of every vacant lot

in tho City of Globe, to keep tho same

at all times clean and inoffensive and
free from any accumulation of ashes,

rubbish, garbage, or other offonsivo

thincs whatsoever. Any person, who

upon notification by the City Marshal,
fails to properly clean his lot from any
accumulation as aforesaid, shall bo

guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon con-

viction thoreof shall bo fined in any
sum not less" than fivo nor more than
twenty-fiv- e dollars, and shall stand
committed to tho jail or calaboose of

tho City until the payment of such fino

or shall be confined at hard labor upon

tho streets or public works of tho City
for a period not exceeding thirty days.

SECTION XXXV.
No person shall engage in tho busi-

ness of transporting manure, swill, gar
bage, offal, rubbish, ashes or any offen-

sive or noxious substance or drive nny
enrt for such purpose in tho City of
Globo without a pormit from tho Board
of Health; any person desiring to en-

gage in such business as aforesaid shall
apply to tho Board of Health for a per-

mit therefor and upon the payment of
tho sum of One Dollar for tho term of
three months upon the following condi-

tions, to'-wi- t:

(a) Every cart and vohiclo used for
carrying any such noxious qx nny offen-

sive substance- - shall be strong and tight
and tho sides shall bo so high above the
contonts that no part of such contents
shall fall, leak, or spill therefrom and
the vohicle or vessel shall bo so covered
as to bo inoffensive.

(b) All putrid and offonsiva matter
and all night soil and tho contents of

sinks, privies, vaults, cess pools and
all noxious substances shall before their
removal or exposure bo disinfected and
rondored inoffensive-- by tho owner, les-se- o

or occupant of tho premises whore

the same may bo or by the person or con
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tractor who removes or is about
remove tho samo.

(c) Tho maximum charges which
any person engaged in the' business ns
morosaid in this section mentioned
shall bo as follows:

For lomoving garbago, rubbish and
ashes fiom any private dwelling of not
more than eight occupants, twenty-fiv- o

cents per week; for removing gnr-

bage, rubbish and ashes from premises
occupied by any hotels, bom ding houso,
residence of moro than eight occupants,
store, saloon, or other liko buildings,
five dollars ($fi.OO) per week; for 10

moving iiiauuie, gaibage, rubbish,
ashes, and the like accumulations from
any stable, Fivo Dollars ($5.) per
week; for removing garbage, lubbish,
ashes or icfuso fiom any other property
not ot hoi wise specified, Five Dollars
d."j.IO) per week.

SECTION XXXVI.
No pel son shall keep or letain oi

allow or cause to bo kept or letained
at any place within the City of Globe
any animal having any of tho diseases
known as glanders, fa icy, tubeiculosis,
or any other contagious disease, but
shall foithwith repoit tho fact to tho
Hoard of Health of this City and
under tho direction of the
Health Officer, shall destroy or cause to
bo destroyed, and remove or cause to
bo removed, such animal or animals in
a manner designated by the Health
Officer.

SECTION XXXVII.
It shall be the duty of every physi-

cian to report to tho Board of Health,
in writing, the full name, ago and ad
dress of every person suffering from
any of tho infectious diseases included
within the list appended, with the name
of tho disease, within twenty-fou- r hours
of the time when tho case is lirst seen:

Measles, rubella, scarlet fever, small-

pox, varicella, typhus fever, rejapsing
fever, diphtheria, typhoid fever, Asiatic
cholera, tuberculosis, plague, tetanus,
anthrax, glanders, epidemic cerebro-

spinal meningitis, leprosy, infectious
diseases of the eye, puerperal septicae-
mia, erysipelas, whooping cough.

SECTION XXX VII I.
It shall bo the duty of every physi-

cian to report forthwith in writing to
tho Board of Health tho death of every
person who dies from or while suffering
with any of the above named diseases;
and to state in such report tho spo
ijifie name and type of such disease;
it shall bo tho duty of every persou
having knowledge of the existence of
any person afflicted with any of the
following diseases: Measles, diphthe-
ria, scarlet fever, smallpox, chicken
pox, epidemic cholera, typhus fever, ru-

bella, plague and whooping cough, who
ho has reason to think requires tho at-

tention of the Board of Health, to at
once report to tho Board all facts
regarding the disease, and no person
shall interfere with or obstruct the en
trance, inspection or examination of
any building or house or the occupants
thereof, by the inspectors and officers
of this Board, when any case of one of
tho infectious diseases above specified
has been reported as existing in such
house or dwelling, nor shall any per-

son interfere with or obstruct, mutilate,
or tear down any notice of this Board
posted in or on any premises of the
City of Globe.

SECTION XXXIX.
When any person may be discovered

sick of any infectious disease under
duch circumstances that the continua-
tion of such sick person in tho place
where he or she may be, is dangerous
to the lives of other pertons residing
in tho neighborhood, the health officer
may" cause the removal of such sick per-

son to a pest house or hospital desig-

nated or established by the Board of
Health.

SECTION XL.
No person shall within this city, with-

out a pormit from the Board of Health,
carry, remove or cause to permit to In

carried or removed, any person sick
with any infectious disease from any
building to any other building or to

jr from any vohiclo in any part of the
City.

SECTION XLI.
Adequate disinfection or cleansing or

renovating of premises, furnituro or be-

longings deemed by tho Board of Health
to bo infected by contagious or com-

municable, diseases, shall immediately
follow tho recovery, death or removal
of the person suffering from such dis-

ease and such disinfection, cleansing or
renovating shnll bo performed by the
owner or occupant of said premises
when ordered by tho Board of Health
in such manner as tho Board may indi-

cate.
SECTION XlilT.

Tho Board of Health shall have the
power, whenever in its opinion it may
bo necessnry, to cause a compulsory
vaccination of all persons residing or
boing within tho City of Globo, under
such terms and regulations as tho Board
of Health may sco fit; provided, that
no charge shall ib made of any person
vaccinated as above set forth.

SECTION XLTII.
No interment of tho dead body of

any human or disposition thoreof in
any tomb, vault, crematory, or ceme-

tery, shall bo made within tho City of
Globo without a permit thorcfor grant-
ed by tho Bonrd of Health, nor other-

wise than in nceordaneo therewith.
No new-- burying grounds, cemetery

or vault for dead bodies shall be! estab-

lished, nor shall any existing burying
ground, vault, tomb or cemetery bo

opened, exposed or destroyed except ac
cording to the terms of a pormit there
for given by tho Board of'IIealth, and
ovcry body buried in any such placo
shall bo buried to a depth of at least
fivo foot below tho surface of the
ground.

SECTION XLIV.
No pcrhon owning, occupying or hav-

ing charge of any building or premises
shall kcop or allow thereon or therein
nny animal pr bird which shall by
noiso disturb tho quiet or repose of any
person therein or in tho vicinity, to tho
detriment of tho life or health of any
human boing.

SECTION XLV.
Any person violating any of tho pro-

visions of this ordinance for which an
other penalty is not provided, shall bo
guilty of a misdemeanor and upon con-

viction thereof shall bo fined itf any
sum not moro than threo hundred dol-

lars nnd stand committed to tho jail
or calaboose of tho City until the pay
ment of such fine or shall bo confined
at hard labor upon tho streets or public
works of the City for a period not ex-

ceeding three months.

SECTION XLVI.
Tho Hoard of Health established by

this Ordinance shnll bo under tho su-

perintending control of the Toiritorial
Hoaid of Health.

SECTION XLVII.
This Ordinance shall bo in force from

nnd aftor tho first day of March, 1907.
